Returns to the Annual Financial

A large amount has 
been collected to the form of pledges 
falling due » before the end of the 
year, and so the actual totals of the 
campaign are really considerably 
higher than the above amount; but 
can not, as yet, be considered actual 
receipts. 

The closing date of the campaign 
has been extended for a short time 
and a last drive is being made by all 
collectors to reach the final objective

(1) It would seem, by your phrase 'Socialism and Com- 
munism' that you make no distinction between 
these two terms. Is this so? 

(2) Is it not true that the Socialist group is legal in 
Canada? ■ 

(3) If the Socialist group- is legal, how do you justify - 
your statement, "We ask every true Canadian to 
put the iron heel of ruthlessness against a thing 
of that kind"? 

(ft) Do you not feel that this attitude of ruthlessness 
is a violation of the British tradition of free 
speech?

Although little publicity has been 
given to his efforts, and to . those 
of the members of the staff, it is 
known that many important dis- 
coveries have been made In con- 
nection with these plants. Pro- 
fessor Lloyd will take with him the 
valuable moving pictures of thèse 
phenomena that he has made dur- 
ing years of research in the Mc- 
Gill laboratories. 

Professor Lloyd, Who this year 
is president of the Royal Society of 
Canada,- has been further honored 
by being asked to preside at the 
meeting of the Section of Botany 
of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science which is 
to be held at Leicester, England, 
next September.

UNIVERSITY has an 
enviable ^reputation abroad 
and I have pleasant memories of 
having met a few of McGiU's dis- 
tinguished scholars, among whom 
I remember Bliss Carman, who 
received his LLD. from McGUl 
University to 1921," said William 
Butler Yeats, noted Irish poet 
and. dramatist in an interview at 
the Rltz Carlton Hotel yesterday 
morning.

fTTHE public dislike lor tragedy In drama, an echo 
. of which was to be found In a recent article on 
this page, has an analogy. In music. A difference 
Is to be found, however, in the fact that, in this 
case, the' creative artists are supplying the im- 
petus, which is the strict avoidance of romantic- 
ism, and the substitution of a sense of actual 
reality. The causes and effects are interesting, 
and touch upon machinery, Jazz, the war, and the 
countless other details of modern life. 

The heroic tension and epic sorrow of the war 
has had a counter-reaction which has infused into 
modern art a desire for destruction and reconstitu- 
tion, Ideals both or revolt and faith. Classicism 
has proved top confining, and serves only as a 
certain foundation to a structure of whatever fancl- 
Ul shape the creator, might desire. 

With what form shall the present creative art- 
ist embellish his fancies? Ho answers this by 
drawing upon modern inspiration, the machine, and 
its suggestion of the material actuality. There is 
little that ho. cares to borrow from tho older mus- 
ic. The height of romanticism as evidenced by 
tho grand sonorities of Wagner and His contem- 
poraries had gradually exhausted itself in passing 
through the 18th century, to become a mère flut- 
ter. It is inevitable then, that the modem prac- 
tical sense should . . . attempt to; revitalize these fad- 
ing energies. 

The war may have been the cause, but the 
truth is that many of the modern musicians de- 
light in running risks. They will play wljh form, 
with instrumentation, and 'with atonallty, to a 
total disregard of the early flushes of adverse 
criticism and the inhospltabllity of the diehards 
and the very young. Jazz received Just such a 
welcome. 

Out of this yearning for self-expression has 
grown jazz. Its product, the jazz band symbolizes 
the instrumental and rhythmical expression *by 
which elementary Instinct exhibits In more or less 
nudity Its primitive feeling of movement. It Is 
an instinct carved In a rhythm expressed by ges- 
ture, sound and voice, virtuosity and musical 
glitter were captured and bent to the purpose of 
jazz, and are the reason for its vogue. 

Musicians looked to jazz to revitalize sym- 
phonie music, but at the eventual parting of the 
Ways' between the smphonio and music-hall music, 
the- latter won. The existence of jazz has not been 
In vain, lor a few have benefitted by it, the most 
outstanding of these being Igor Stravinsky, and his 
early works in the Jazz form have been super- 
ceded by a conciliation of its best features with 
our musical heritage. 

AU are familiar with the vituperations that 
have been piled upon the "sobbing saxaphones" 
etc., but few have read anything at all laudatory. 
Here Is a simile by Alfredo Casclla, one of the 
ol'der generation of modern European composers, 
who speaks ofv "a trombone agile in continuous 
gllssandos, which sings like a 'cello, and laughs like 
an athlete." 

. In the words of the Italian critic, Guldo Pam- 
main, "The outcome Is an equivocation: that curi- 
ous type of aesthetic falsification peculiar to these 
times. which consists in the arbitrary confuslon'Jbf 
old forms and new spirit." But to this should be 
added that out of the confusion will grow Inevitably 
that form which will go down in history as thé 
music of thé twentieth century. 

* * * » 
rpHE Musical Association concert, which will take 

place on Tuesday night in Moyse HaU bl< 
to at least equal its successful predecessors, 
program which , has been drawn up represents an 
evening of light music, but, what is ot most lm 
pox tance, the numbers chosen seem weU adapted 
to the artists whb will present them. ' 

Somehow, this, concert should be of unusual in- 
terest. It win be. the llrst publlo appearance of 
the McGlU Concert Orchestra, about which so 
much was liromised; it will present the Glee Club 
led by a student and not by a professional musi- 
cian; and it will be the reason for tho formation 
of an infrequently found quartet. Haying -attend 
ed a rehearsal of the first and last of these, I can 
safely prophesy a well polished performance. 

One of the outstanding things about this con- 
cert, to my mind, is that the majority of those 
iking part are amateurs In the original impUca< 
Ion of that word. They all seem to enjoy the 
time spent In preparation, and expect to derive "as 
much pleasure out of their evening's work as the 
audience. If enthusiasm, is worth .anything, then 
the concert will not fail in merit. " 

rpHE first of ;a series of Saturday night broad 
casts by the famed Philadelphia Orchestra un- 
der Dr. Leopold Stokowski took place over the week- 
end. The concert was divided Into a first half 
with a few program pieces, and a second half with 
the Brahms Double Concerto for violin and 'cello. 
TMjptfgram^rittfic was offejred^in that same raan- 
jd the fame of- the orchestra, 
crisp notes, exact playing, and tone control of the 
ultimate in perfection. There was no differentiat- 
ing between the Handel, the Gluck or the Beeth 



feature about the presentation was the absence of 
encores despite the sometimes frantic applause; 
this, to my mind, is most ; commendable, since a 
break In the action, and art identical repetition to 
the last shrug, does more harm to the continuity 
of the opera and feelings to the audlcnco than the 
music does good.

>yHERE is no organization In the world quite com-. 

parable to that unique company of boys, the 
Vienna Saengerknaben — * or 'the Singing Boys of 
Vienna — who wiU 'bo heard in' the Windsor Hall 
on Monday evening,' December 5th, at 8.30. 

They are members of a musical hierarchy that 
was founded in 1498 by the Imperial decree of Em- 
peror Maximilian when a group of boy singers were 
ordered to sing a dally mass under the auspices of 
the Court Orchestra of Viennà. For nearly five 
hundred years, up to the present time, the tradi- 
tions of this organization have been kèp't intact and 
their ideals Inviolate. Undèr the care and titîiage 
of the State, their reason for being lias been to 
sing fine musical works — choral, operatic and re- 
Ugjous — without professionalism or a ' need of 
glory. 

The members of the Saengerknaben live to- 
day — as always — in the ancient imperial castle, 
the Vienna Hofburg. Here these boys work and 
study, eat, play, and sleep. Thèy pay nothing, 
but they have dedicated the|r boyhood to music, 
It Is the dream of countless thousands, of Austrian 
boys to be invited to Join the Saengerknaben, but 
few are called, tho many yearn. Only forty of 
them are housed In the castle, after, rigid competi- 
tive, examinations. Twenty : two Ot these are in 
the company that will perform here, ùhdër thé di- 
rection of their rector, tutor and musical director. 

When their vbices change, an inevitable event, 
the choir boys are assigned to duties about the 
house, and are maintained tor three years and 
future employment secured for them. Crowned 
heads and presidents of 'hâtions hçive invited and 
listened with admiration to these little songbirds 
in their charming costumes, white Wigs and curly 
chignons. Haydn, Schubert, Mozart and other il- 
lustrious composers received musical training from 
the Saengerknaben institution. Every year they 
are invited to sing with the éntlre Vienna State 
Opera and the Vienna. Philharmonic' Orchestra. 
The average age of the company is twelve years.

pOR the first time in a local motion picture 
Theatre, audiences are to be entertained by 
a complete operetta,' in addition to a' feature talk- 
ing picture. Fanchon and Marco, by arrangement 
with Schwab and Mangel, bring to Loew's Theatre, 
the intact musical romance "The Desert Song" to 
be seen and heard as originally presented in legiti- 
mate theatres.

Admittedly it. is extremes . difficult 
for "two people, with strongly opposed 
viewpoints, to speak with complete 
frankness and still remain completely 
tolerant." Neverthelejs, in the present 
writers' opinion, tolerance, and free, 
speech, even at Its best, art not in- 
compatlblè. What is involved ia-'ah 
appreciation of the other' person's point 
of view, as being the product of a dlf- 
ferent Intelligence and différent cir- 
cumstances from one's own, and hence 
of' thé possibility of its being quite 
valid, though he himself, -having dif- 
ferent experiences,' cannot believe, in 
its validity.'^ Two. people may see a 
thing, from opposite points of view; 
their definitions ôf what they see niviy 
be strictly logical; but' who- shaft -say 
that either view is the complete one? 

If one bears this in mind It seems 
to' me' that he can express his point 
of view with tolerance. However, since 
we aie human, and subject to confus- 
ing emotions, arid harbor unconscious 
prejudices, such detachment is . âfd 
and comes to us only at moments. 
(See Shelley's "Hymn to Intellectual 
Beauty.") 

The very able letter which appeared 
in Friday's Daily elicits .the free ..ex- 
pression of another point of view. • ; 

Though Canada and Russia are in 
the same tone geographically, differ- 
ences of population and history make 
them a difficult subject of comparison 
politically. The U.S.SR. have so re- 
cently emerged from the autdcratlo 
czarlst regime that their peoples cart- 
not fairly be compared with our com- 
paratively . free 'démocratie citizens. 
Their history of oppression has re- 
sulted in a starved ah'dillliterate clti- 
sénry, and it will take a very long 
time, even at the rate the various eco^ 
nomlc plans are progressing (for they 
are progressing, by and large), for 
them to reach a stage of civilization 
comparable with our' own; These are 
surely platitudes. The more interest- 
ing, then,! art the novel developments 
taking place there, and especially in 
view of the failure of our economic sys- 
tem. It seems to me we should ' be 
grateful to the Russian precedent 
cause we shall be in a position 
avoid their mistakes in our own e 
nomlc reconstruction. Ours must be 
worked out to suit a more clvfuod 
people, one consequently capable of 
more freedom in every ephere of ac- 
tivity. But the. facts of production 
and distribution remain constant. The 
people of Russia may be half -starv- 
ing, but -at least all alike . are, halt- 
starving, and no one •is!une*pioSed. 
Laborare est owe. "' ";. 

On the other band, we cannot see 
the. practical obliteration of family 
lite; the heavy limits on spiritual free- 
dom Imposed by indoctrination and the 
spy system and party despotism, with- 
out grave consternation. On ' these 
points everyone must be in complete 
agreement with Friday's correspond-

WITH regard, tq the sub- 
ject of additional usé of 
his strength, mentioned in 
the previous article, this will 
be readily understood when 
explained. Take, for example, 
the experienced weight lifter 
and the skilful wrestler, both 
of the sAmé weight, and pit 
them against each other. 
The weight llftér will bé able 
to raise greater weights 
above his head than the 
wrestler,' with his winderful 
coordination of dirent 
groups of muscles, his knowl- 
edge of levéragés and ofteh- 
' sive and defensive posi« ons 
will appear much' the strong- 
er and, from the practical 
point,' is muéh thé. stronger. 
I hâvè seen many big, strong 
but unskilled fellows who 
have been amazed àt the ease 
With which they wéré hand- 
led by a ,niuch lighter wrest- 
1er. 

There is another reason for 
this which ià termed "steal- 
ing your Opponent J strength." 
A knowledge of àtiàtomy re- 
veals xhat there are certain 
positions of the amis, legs, 
neck and body which cause 
a loss of strength. Thus, to 
steal an opponent's strength, 
it is hot' pessary to injure 
oné'S opponent, the whole 
procedure being an attempt 
to reduce hjs powers of re- 
. sistance by plachig as many 
of these members, as possible 
in unworkable positions. 
Wrestlers are taught these 
positions and, also to use their 
opponent's weight as an aie» 
in pinning his shoulder blades 
to the màt for the required 
two seconds. This is the 
reason that skill, as opposed 
to strength, generally comes 
out the victor. 

Of courte, there are excep- 
tions to the rule. There is the 
natural wrestler who does all 
ôf these things without be- 
ing taught. Frank Gotch, the 
greatest wrestler of modern- 
"1mes,*wàs a nian of this type. 

st match in which 
he ever competed, at the 
Woodman's picnic, he gave 
the World's heavyweight 
champion at that time a two 
hour battle before being beat- 
en. A Bhort time later, after 
having been trained by the 
champion, he defeated him 
arid won the title. If my mem- 
ory is correct, he was never 
beaten after that. 

In those days wrestling 
was as the name implies and 
not as it is today — a cross 
between a bull ;f ight, boxing 
match and rough and tumble, 
with the winner pretty well 
known in advance. This, in 
my opinion, is "doing a lot of 
harm to one of the finest 
games of all.

Westminister has 
the scene of many great ceremonies, 
Here Woolsey received his Cardinal's 
hat, In the vicinity in 1497, Caxton set 
up his printing press, and In modern 
times the Unknown Warrior was 
burled within Its walls. 
t Before the church was built,, marshes 
and forests covered the ground. Ed- 
ward' the Confessor, in order to make 
4f'' :/ -up an unfilled vow, built this church, 
I dedicated to St. Peter.

Cambridge, Mass, — Uncommon 
courtesy on the part of G. Bernard 
Shaw resulted in the publication of 
his biography on the fifteenth of last 
month. While studying for his PhD. 
at Chicago, Dr. Archibald Henderson 
happened to witness one of Shaw's 
piays. Impressed by Shaw's brilliance 
and wit;, he wrote to Shaw, asking, 
permission to become lus offlcjal bi- 
ographer. After much ponderous 
thought Shaw returned his signed ap- 
proval; and/invited Dr. Henderson to 
come to England to start work. This 
Dr. Henderson did In 1904. 

In 1911 the first work was finished, 
and a very fine work it was.

Minneapolis. And throughout the city 
there will be probably ten other games 
with, ten thousand persons at each: In 
Addition, there! are many smaller games 
.attracting several thousand people. 

"We do not choose mythical all-star 
teams as you do In the United, States, 
but we honor players for their fair 
play and sportsmanship," Tate said. 

Rules of the game prohibit a player 
from carrying the ball 'more than five 
steps without bouncing it. He also 
must drop the ball when touched. 

"There oie eighteen men to a teaçh 
and they have no -substitutes," Tate 
explained. "If one of the' players is 
Injured, his team play with seventeen 
men, injuries very, seldom occur be- 
cause the game is very fast and open.'' 

The players rush the ball up the 
field much in the manner of Americans 
except that there is no tackling or 
passing. A player- who is, about to be, 
touched may "punch" the ball to a 
teammate, however. . 
• Games are played in four 25-minute 
quarters with 15 . minutes intermission 
between. halves.
